Like a Phoenix rising 
from the ashes of southern 
boogie, comes a whole new 
generation of American 
music materializing in what 
surely must be best de¬ 
scribed as the new south. 
Among this chorus of fine 
voices, many are excellent 
and a few ring so clear and 
sweet as to touch the very 
soul of rock and roll. One of 
those voices has worked its 
way up from beneath the 
surface. Although faint, it is 
pure and positive and 
stronger every day. It is 
steady, commanding, and 
catches your attention; 
drawing you in and filling 
you with its message. The 
diverse and rich heritages, 
the wide musical influences 
and the compelling subject 
matter of their songs com¬ 
bine to set Little Saints 


apart. 

Comprised of five mem¬ 
bers, joined together by 
burning musical ambition 
and a college education. 
Little Saints catalyzed in the 
early eighties. It was the 
winter of the calendar but 
the spring of their young 
lives, and the stage was set! 

Bass player Scot Evans 
was practically bom on the 
road with his father’s group. 
The Four Saints. While 
studying music at Furman 
University he met the New 
Jersey born and raised Grog 
Eisnaugle, sarcastic with 
excellence and the hardest - 
hitting drummer on cam¬ 
pus. 

In need of a talented 
guitarist to round out the 
effort, it wasn’t long before 
the two found Jcfl Holmes, 
a native of South Carolina 


who had also come to Fur¬ 
man University to study 
music. As the three began to 
take form and Little Saints 
began to breathe, Jeff asked 
his old high school band- 
mate Randy Parsons to join 
the group and play key¬ 
boards. Randy, who was 
attending Presbyterian Col¬ 
lege just down the road, 
heartily accepted and the 
foursome began playing 
around the Carolinas. De¬ 
spite being well received, 
the group felt that some¬ 
thing was missing. Finally, 
they found Freeman 
D’Angelo, a Julliard gradu¬ 
ate from New York skilled 
in the arts of saxophone and 
percussion. At last, the 
Little Saints were moving!

Too Much Emphasis On Money 


As I walked across cam¬ 
pus the other day on my way 
to Comparative Anatomy, a 
group of first graders on a 
tour of the Hollins campus 
caught my eye. The class 
was having to thin out in 
order to pass through a gate 
single file, and at the end of 
the line lingered two little 
girls and a boy. The boy 
hung back to let the girls go 
ahead of him, and was con¬ 
fused when one of them 
gestured that he should pro¬ 
ceed them, saying, “Men 
first.” 

Being the Southern gen¬ 
tleman his mother raised 
him to be, the boy merely 
smiled and waited for the 
girls to walk on. He was 
further surprised when the 
same girl began to bounce 


around him insisting, 
“Men first! Men first!” 
while the other girl looked 
on and nodded her head. At 
this point the teacher no¬ 
ticed the commotion and 
whisked all three through 
the gate simultaneously, 
saving the young boy from 
having to decide his up¬ 
bringing and this new 
feminist idea. 

I have since wondered if 
the girls would have con¬ 
tinued with their scene, or 
if they would have ac¬ 
cepted the boy’s offer. I do 
not mean to say that the 
persistence of women is 
not beneficial, but perhaps 
by constantly trying to 
prove their equality, they 
ransom off part of their 
femininity. 


Many young women 
graduate from high school, 
enter college, and become 
the embodiment of Southern 
writer Katherine Anne 
Porter’s “new woman who 
[is] beginning to run wild, 
asking for the vote, leaving 
her home and going out in 
the world to earn her own 
living...” College life pro¬ 
vides ample time to ‘run 
wild’ at local fraternity par¬ 
ties. Campus politics at a 
women’s college provides 
the opportunity to get in¬ 
volved and better under¬ 
stand our vote. A quality 
education provides the basis 
for independent life in the 
world. 

Even so, the old woman 
lingers in most of us. I have

Stu¬ 
dents were approaching the 
administrators, other *tu

out the week, even before 
the ceremonies began 
Many were worried, others 

scared, and several consid¬ 
ered dropping out When I 
state that some were scared, 

I do not mean scared of 
Senior Ring Sisters. Rather, 

I believe they were scared of 
some of the “close calls” 
they experienced them¬ 
selves or with close friends. 
You are probably wonder¬ 
ing who these people are 
and how many of them there 
are; that’s irrelevant What 
matters is that there were 
those affected in this way, 
and we must remember that 
one life is as important as a 
thousand (Morris had nine, 
lucky for him). 

We must not neglect the 
academic issue involved. 
Faculty were contacting 
administrators in a rage 
because students were us¬ 
ing Ring Night as a free 
ticket to get out of tests, 
papers, and class atten¬ 
dance.

istrators and officials arc 
forced to not make moder¬ 
ate and liberal changes, but 
severe ones. 

As far as the alcohol

Security guard AI 
Crcgger is a very familiar 
face to members of the 
Hollins community. He can 
be seen all around campus 
with a smile on his face and 
a pleasant word for those 
around him. However, at 
the end of this term Gregger 
is retiring after 22 years 
with the Hollins security 
staff. 

Crcgger says he is look¬ 
ing forward to spending 
time working in his yard and 
cutting and hauling wood.

So he began to play 
his guitar around campus 
and at intermission of the 
spring concert in 1969. He 
also began developing 
friendships with the stu¬ 
dents, and that’s what he is

with Crcgger said, “I could 
have never worked in an¬ 
other place in our society 
that was as rewarding as 
working here at Hollins 
College with all the stu¬ 
dents.

The idea came to Steve 
Mason, Audio Visual Tech¬

Hollinsnews, a student-run 
news video production or¬ 
ganization. 

Mason said, “There is so 
much happening on this 
campus that people don’t 
know about.” Mason feels 
that Hollinsnews can work 
i the Columns to 



as special goings on in 
Roanoke which interest or 
involve Hollins students. 

It will also provide stu¬ 
dents with practical experi¬ 
ence in broadcasting jour¬ 
nalism, video production, 
newscasting anchor experi¬ 
ence, lighting and audio 
technology, video editing, 
and program marketing. 

Junior Karen Barnes has 
been working closely with 
Mason on this project since 
the beginning of the year. 
Barnes presented the 
Hollins proposal, as well as 
a videotape of a pilot pro¬ 
gram, to the administration 
at the beginning of the year. 
Barnes and Mason agreed 
that the administration “was 
very enthusiastic.” 

According to Barnes, 
second semester “things arc 




beginning to get rolling.” 
Seminars are being set up to 
familiarize workers with 
the ethics of journalism, 
how to deliver and write the 
news, camera option, and 
editing. A committee of 
faculty and students will 
also be set up to review each 
broadcast, keeping the news 
strictly non-biased and non¬ 
political. 

The first broadcast of 
Hollinsnews will be shown 
the week of April 23rd in 
Babcock Auditorium. The 
first program will be on 
videotape, but if things go 
according to plan, next 
year’s programs will be 
shown biweekly on Hollins 
public access television 
channel.

As far as funds are con¬ 
cerned, Barnes said 
Hollinsnews is trying to 
stay as independent as pos¬ 
sible. Next year SGA will 
be asked for a small budget 
to cover the expenses of 
basic office supplies. The 
equipment being used be¬ 
longs to the AV depart¬ 
ment. Hollinsnews will 


support itself by producing 
commercials and selling air 
time. Another idea has been 
suggested is recording the 
broadcasts on video and 
selling copies to alumnae. 

Barnes said she was very 
pleased with the students 
that have shown interest in 
the project If there are other 
students interested in get¬ 
ting involved in 
Hollinsnews, they can con¬ 
tact Karen Barnes or Chris 
Bleckncr, or simply attend a 
meeting.

Suarez accounted for the 
crowded conditions that 
amazed most participants 
by saying that the younger 
students have an incredible 
thirst for learning. 

“Only four percent of the 
children are able to go on to 
high school,” Suarez said. 
She added, “The ones who 
can go to school want to 
learn. They go to school 
even if they don’t have a 
teacher, hoping that some¬ 
one will walk in and teach 
them.”

To Pyle, the program pro¬ 
vided an opportunity to truly 
help a needy community as 
well as a chance for personal 
growth. 

“To see the people who 
are so poor, yet so happy and 
unmaterialistic—that awak¬ 
ens you and makes you re¬ 
think your own priorities.” 

Suarez hopes to continue 
the program next year, offer¬ 
ing trips during short term 
and spring break
